Havana, Juno 28.— Details naolMd 
hen of a desperate fight between a por< 
tion of the insoif^nts' force, aader 
Mudmo Qomez, in the province of 
Puerto Principe, and 70 of the auxiliary 
trtKips of the Siiiiiiisli jfovernmeut, 
kufjwn as guerillas, umler commaud of 
Captain Agnierro. The eugogement 
took plaoe ou the day of the insargent 
raid «pon San G«roninio,\ui ezdnsively 
cabled to the Associated Press. 

The 70 gnerillas were surprised by 
the vanguard of Gomez's force, com- 
iiKiuded by Niciksio Mirabel, and there 
waa great slaughter on both sides, the 
lighting being mainly with maohetee. 

Thtfnenllas were onton a reoon- 
noitoring expedition and' unexpectedly 
oaineaeroMi the, insurgent Tuuguard, 
«onsiatingof abont400men. At tlrst 
the gneriUas imagined they had only a 
comparatiTely small body of men before 
them and their commander, Aguierro, 
called upon the insurgenU to iialtt cty- 
iug out : "Who goes there T' 

"Spanish forces," wae the reply of 
the insurgent leader aa his men coiitiu- 
ued to advance rapidly upon the gov- 
erumeut guerillas. Twice or tliree times 
more did tho nuehlla.s try to halt the 
iuBargeuts, bat the latter pushed on 
quickly, uiilil finally their kader, see- 
lUff that the guirillaH were ni an awk- 
ward position, crie<l: "At the machete." 
i'his cry showed the government force 
Jiat ihey were coutronted by iiism 
jfeiits iuid not by a dotachment of Hpuii- 
isli Kii«"i'illii'^ as tliey liad been led to be- 
lieve, and the musk beinK tlirown off, 
the gneplias replied to the ihon oft re- 
peated cries of •• At the mai hete" witii 
volleys from tin ir cailiiiie.-i, as tiiey 
COiumeuocd to leireat In^foic the va>Liy 
superior force of lusurKcuts. 

8oou the govenimeiH soldiers and tho 
insurjjeut troops became enga;.;e(l in a 
haud-to-huud combat, which quickly 
beuamo little more th in a massacre of 
the nufortuuate f^acnilua. '1 he insur- 
gents 'in the uieauwiule had been lein- 
torced, until they are said to have num- 
bered tully 1,600 men, composing the 
main body of men under the command 
of tiouiez. 

Against these overwhelming numbers 
the guerillas fought heroically, shout 
iug: " Viva Kspana, " as they defended 
<tiiem|MlTes as best they could against 
the enemy, usmg rocks or anything 
available behiml which to shelter them 
selves, aa they hred an fast us uossibh 
ut the iustirgeuts, who pressed forwiud 
from all sides npou the little bund. 

i!or au hooi- the light lasted, and 
nothing conld be heard but the rattle of 
juuskutry, the shoots of the combatants 
and the olaahiug of machetes. It is be 
Ueved that few. if any, of |he gnerillas 
escaped ueiug Killed or wonuded. 

Captain Aga.erro led his men gallant 
ly nncil au lusorgeut alasbed at his 
hdrse'f head with a machete, causing it 
to fall and throw the gnerilla leader 
heavily to the ground. 

The insurgents engaged with Agnier* 
ro's guerillas are believed to form part 
of the body of men which reoeutly 
burned the towns of El Mnlatp and Ban 
<i«rouim4 after capturing the forts and 
garrisons of those plaoes and it is said 
tne news of this fresh disaster has 
enured a very uneasily feeling in of&ciol 
circles. 

1 aero is no doubt that government 
.officials are willing to admit these dis- 
asters to tl)« Spanish army in Puerto 
f'nncipe within a few days, and not far 
from the capitol of that province that 
the situation of affairs tiiere must be 
very grave indeed and may prove 
much moi-e so wlien Mai'eo, wJio is re 
ported t(j liave made las way from tlie 
proviuco of ^aiiiiago do Cuba into 
i^uerto i'nncipc, joins his forces to those 
■of Gome/,. 

That thei« is real cause for alarm 
may be gathered from tlic fact tli.it a is 
reported in well informed oflicud cir- 
cles here that Captain (ieueral De 
Campos lias cabled to the Spanish gov- 
ernment ;i«king for the prompt dispatch 
of large reiiiiorcemcnts of troops from 
Spain. 

Advices received here from Santiago 
de Cuba says that an insurgent fore*!, 
numbering about 400 men, has made an 
Mtack upon Tirriha, in ttte province of 
Santiago de Cuba, and that they were 
xepalsed and are now in divht and be- 
ing pursued by tlie Spanish troops.

AMERICAN YACHT SEIZED. 

Her Two Ovruer* liuprUoneU at llitviina by 
Mpaatoh Offlolalt. 

Nbw OfOJDAiie. Jnne 88.— £x-Com 
modore W. A. Gknrdon of the Sonthern 

Yacht club received a cable dispatch 
yesterday from attorneys in Havana, 
stating that the yacht Nepenthe has 
been seized by the Spanish aothorit.es 
and that her owners, (ieorge Agar a'lil 
Bishop Dudley, have bceu imprisoned. 

Both of these gentleiiieu are promi- 
nent in social and busiiuvs circles, be- 
ing members of the Cotton and Sugar 
Exchange. The Nepenthe h f t here a 
few days ago in a cniise ul(>iig the Flor- 
ida I'oast, ;tiid then saJed across to 
Cuba. It IS <aid tbe yacht was over- 
hauled by a Spanish gunboat and t(jwod 
into Havana. 

Although the cable is very brief, it is 
supp »sed from its tenor that the Ne- 
iwiithe was siispei'ted of carrying a fili- 
busteniiLT ''Jiic in ion. 'I'lu'io , ire several 
otiiei's ni the party besides the two 
uwiu .-, i)ut it is not known whether 
they were all placed in confinement. 

George Agar is a partner in a well 
known firm of sugar dealers, which has 
for years 'had large transactions with 
Cuba in the way of importing. Mr. 
Dudley is a cotton broker. The seizure 
of the yacht and the imprisonment of 
its owners created no little excitement 
when the facts became known, and 
steps were at once taken to lay the 
matter before the secretary of the navy. 

PALMA FORPRESIOEM.

Ta.mi'.x, Fla., Juno '.Jfi.— Colonel Fer- 
uandcj I'lgueredo stated last night that 
ou July 10, all over the Americas the 
Cuban colonies will hold local conven- 
tions of representatives from local clubs 
to vote for a delegate to succeed Jose 
Marti, leader of the Cuban revotatiou- 
ary party. 

Xwo weeks ago the nomination was 
oifered to Thomas Ektrada Palma, prin- 
cipal of the Estrada iustitmie, Central 
Valley, Orange county, N. Y. Palma 
was tau last pi-esident of the Cuban ra- 
public, in 1878. There will be no 
changes from the general policy now 
followed. The Palma delegation, as- 
sisted by an able corps, will succeed the 
old organisation called the Junta. Pal- 
ma is virtually president of the Cuban 
republic now, his successor having 
never Ijeon elected,

Over a Mlllifin Dollars' Worth 
of Property Dostroyed. 



SCORES i)F BUILDINGS BURNED,

firemen Killed at a (ire in MlBBMpull 
Savaral Other* Badly Injured. 

SAif Francmoo. Jnne S8.— The most 
disastrous fire in many years broke out 
here about fl o'clock yesterday evening 
in a bos factory at tho <-i'.;n'rof Fit 
and Bryant streets. Af^ t^ag soat i 
wind was blowing and tue flames 
spread rapidly. 

The entbe flra department was ini 
mediately called ont, and for fonr hoars 
the hremeu had snch a battle with hri 
as seldom falls to their lot. Tliey 
oonld no nothing to stop the progress 
the conflagratlmi, and only timely 
change in the wind, which swept the 
flames back over tha bnmed district, 
saved tha entire district south of Mar 
ket street from destmotion. 

Although many scores of buildings 
were burned the monetary loss was nor 
large, as the fire was kept away from 
the richly stored warehouses in the dis- 
trict, and only cheap trame structures, 
occupied by poor laboring people and 
small manufacturers, were damaged. 
The loss will probably be over |1, 000, 
000, with very little insurance, as the 
insurance companies have long avoided 
taking risks in that section. 

During the first two hours of fhu fire 
there was ii'^t much excit«;nieiit in the 
city, but wlu n it grew dark and t!ie sky 
became a m.iss of flames, I lie people 
from all i).uts of the (Mty rusUed to the 
scene. The iH)lice could do nofhiiiK 
with the mob which swept throuL,'li the 
tire lines and the only impression made 
was when an engine came tearing aion , 
the street iicn tho mass of human;. y 
would part, lighting and stmggliag to 
get out of 1 he way. 

Among the residents of flio firo dis- 
trict there was a pauic. Hundreds if 
famiiies tried to save their proi)eny, 
and in many instances had to be (iiiven 
away by tlie tiremen. l..icl)man <.V 
Company's luigo wintry was one of tiie 
buildings th.it stopped the progri'ss of 
the lire, and when it was seen tii.if eviMi 
that brc;^ structure was on lire, a gro.iii 
Went up Iroiii the crowd. The llamo 
caught .It- uiio corner of tlie buildiiig 
and cnut graduady along, Thi- ti:e 
men di'M 1 tt d evfi v; iiiug else and fn\i- 
ceutratcd I lieir etlbrts on tins ljuildiiig. 
If that Went ilotniiig c^tuld save ii.e 
railroad yards and fieigtiio.ise.s. I' .nally 
the wiiiu ch.iiiK''d anU tliat, wuli tl:u 
ellorts of the hremen, saved the wine 
cellars, and the worst of the light was 
over. 

11 was the worst lire scara that San 
Fr.iiiciscohas liud in many u day, a:id 
the most alarming reports of tne' pio;.; 
ross and magnitude of the tire were 
cuneui throughout the cuy. As it 
was, the rtaines Nvipeil out one eiiiiic 
8<iuare and made holes in surrounmu,' 
bio^^ks. Probably 100 pour familie., 
have been made homeless, besides losing 
all tlieir possessions. Another hundred 
or more of small manufucturiug estab- 
lishments, snoh as the fnmiinre factory, 
machine shops, eto., liave been de- 
stroyed. 

One fatality has been reported— Miss 
Gilroy was covered with boruing oil 
and perished. 

Much annoyance was experienced 
from the trolley wires. The iuten.se 
heat warped the iron posts and tlio 
wires were dropped to the ground. The 
firemen were afraid to go njuur theiu 
and the crowd gave them a wide berth. 
Finally tha oomnt was turned oft' at 
the powerhouse and the danger from 
that Booroa was passed. 

At midnight the lire was still burn- 
ing, bat the danger was orar and the 
crowd went home.

The property loss consisted of the en 

tire demolition of the building occupied 
by McDonald Brothers, dealers in 
crockery, chiuaware, glassware, silver- 
ware and gas fixture^. 

The buuding was of four stories, brick 
walls and wooden interior irume work 
and was well stocked. The tire ignited 
in the boxes and packing stored m the 
rear of the budding and was beyond the 
power of the lire departirent to coiitr(.il. 
At a few miniito before midnight tne 
walls fell, line side wail Jalli'ig in and 
the otlier f.illing out ijito the alley 
wlit>re the fitemen were at work. Tlr 
total loss will aggregate over $°^U0,000; 
InsnranQe unknown.

SOCTH Enid, O. T., June 28.— The 
double trage.ly liere Wednesday in 
which D. W. Patterson, register of the 
United States land otTice, and City Mar 
shal Williams wero killed, lias* created 
the wildest excitement, iidttor iiMU 
berg's wound is sarions thongh not nao' 
essarily fatal. 

All three of the men had many 
friends and sides are being taken by the 
citizens. Isenberg came lo Enid short 
ly after the opening, Sept. 10, 1893, and 
started The Daily Wave. He is a fear 
less tighter and writes with a pen drip* 
ping with wormwood. He has made a 
practice of scoring his enemies merci 
lessly in seas' m and ont of season.

The Wave is a Democratic paper, but 
it was not favored vrith the laud olHoe 
printing, and Isenberg attributed tuis 
fact to the machinationa of Patterson 

Isenberg is one of the best ku<>wu 
newspaper men in OUahoma. Hhora/ 
after the strip opened he was assaulted 
bv Editor Wnitaker of the North Uuid 
Tribune, who atmok him when be wU.s 
not looking. Before he oonhl retaliate 
a crowd separated them. 

Register Patterson was well liked. 
He was a brilliant public speaker and 
an enterprising courageous man. 

A coroner's Jury sitting over the 
bodies of Patterson and Williams, re 
turned a verdict that Williams came to 
his death by a shot from the pistol of 
Patterson while Williams wa» in dis 
charge of his duty, and that Patterson 
came to Ills death by a pistol shot rlre l 
by Officer Williams while Patterson 
was resisting arrest.

The first ballot resulted: Swaugo, 209;
